Men for the Sea Service for the Year 1728. 
And on the roth they voted 22,955 Men for 
Guards and Garrifons. Soon after they con- 
fidered, in a grand Committee on the Supply, 
the Eftimate of the Charce of the 12,c00 
Hejfians: And a Motion being made, that 
230,923/, 115. § d. begranted for the Charge, 
the fame occafioned a great Debate. At laf the 
Queftion being put, it was carried in the Af- 
firmative. 

On the roth, the Commons refolved to ad- 
drefs his Majefty for a particular and diftinét 
Account of the Diftribution of the Sum ‘of 
250,000). which, in an Account laid before the 
Houfe, was charged to have been iffued for 
other Expences and Engagements, over and 
avove fuch as were therein particularly fneciited, 
for fecuring the Trade and Navigation of this 
Kingdom, and preferving and reforing 
Peace of Lurope 
Preavurer reported to the Houfe, that their faid 
Addrefs had been prefented to his Majefiy, and 
that his Majefty hed commanded tim to ac- 
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Occafion received from the laft Parliament the 
moft dutiful Acknowledgments of his great 
Care and Wifdom, in taking fuch Steps, and 
entring into fuch Engagements, as he thought 
would beft conduce to the Security of this King- 
dom, jand the Prefervation of the Peace of 
ELurope 3 and at the fame Time the ftrongeft 
Affurances of their future Support, in all fuch 
farther Meafures as he fhould find neceffary and 
expedient, for preventing a Rupture, and for 
the Honour and Advantage of thefe Kingdoms, 
and a Power being accordingly given by Par- 
liament to his late Majefty, for iffuing and ap- 
plying fuch Sums of Money, as he fhould find 
neceilary, for anfwering and defraying fuch 
Expences and Engagements, as had been, or 
should be made, for the great and neceflary 
Purpofes ; fome Part of the Money mentioned 
in this Addrefs had been iflued and disburfed 
by his late Majefty, and the remaining Part has 
been applied by his Majefty, for carrying on 
the fame neceflary Services, for ftrengthening 
his Alliances, and in fulfilling his Engagements 
of the ucmoft Importance to thefe Kingdoms, 
and to the general Tranquility of Europe, and 
which require the greateft Secrecy. His Majefty 
therefore hopes, that this Houfe wil! repofe the 
fame Confidence in him, and be affured that 
the Money has been neceflarily expended, pur- 
fuant to the Power given by Act of Parliament, 
aiid for the Ufe and Purpofes thereby directed, 
anda particular and diftinct Account whereof 
cannot be given without manifeft Prejudice to 
the Publick. 

This Antwer being conformable to that which 
was returned in February 1726-7, toa like Ad- 
drefs about the Difpofal of 125,000l, Mr. Pul- 
teney and feveral others, who objected againit it, 
urged the increafe of the national Debt, not- 
withfanding the fo much boafted of Siuking 
Fund, and wouid have had that important Aft- 
fair immediately debated in a grand Committee:

Bologna, Feb. 16. The Pope has renewed the 
Bull which he iffued laft June againft the Free Ma- 
fons, and therewith recites the Motives which indu- 
ced him to ifiue the fame. 

Drefder, Feb. 16. A few Days ago the flrong 
Box of Count de Bruhl de Marten{kirchen was itolen 
out of his Apartment, wherein there were Bonds 
and Bills of Exchange, to the Value of 300,000 
Florins, befides other Papers of Confequence, and to 
the Value of Goco Crowns in Jewels and Gold. 
The Box was found two Days after atan Inn. The 
jewels and Gold were taken out of it, but all the 
Papers were left. 

Paris, Feb. 28. Letters received from Genoa, 
of the 14th of this Month, advile, that the Revolt, 
which within a few Days had happened in the Sub- 
urbs of Bifagno, was not yet appealed; but that 
there was fome Likelihood of Things being brought 
to an Accommodation ; becauie the People fhewed 
Signs of a general Difcontent, and murmured €x- 
ceedinely at the Rigour with which they were treat-

Monday nine Prifoners were tried at the Old Baily, 
four of whom were capitaliy convicted, viz. Barnard 
Agnue, Thomas Fox, and Thomas Gall, for forging 
a Promiffory Note for the Payment of twenty-four 
Guineas ; and Anne Lewis an old Offender, who has 
now appeared three Times in that Court by three 
different Names, for forging a Seaman’s Power of 
Attorney. ‘Two were caft for Tranfportation, and 
three acquitted. 

Tuefday nineteen Prifoners were tried at the Old 
Baily, 14 of whom were caft for Tranfportation, 
and 5 acquitted. 

Wednefday the Seflions ended at the Old Baily, 
when five Prifoners were tried, four of whom were 
caft for Tranfportation, and one acquitted.
